opportanities which, as the months 
pass by, will present themselves to us. 

“We must, therefore, examine 
searchingly and repeatedly our own 
conduct and the character and quality 
of our war effort in every form and 
airection.

THE INQUEST 


At the Military Hospital, Mallow, 
on Tuesday last an inquest was opened 
and adjourned by the Coroner, Dr. M. 
Ryan, concerning the death of Private 
Michael Lee, whose body was sent on 
Monday evening from Croom, Co. 
Limerick, after the fatal accident men- 
uuoned above. Private Lee, aged 23, 
single, was a native of Ballymore 
Eustace, Co. Kildare, and had six 
years’ service. 

In evidence, Corporal W. Fraser 
described how on Monday military 
exercises were being held in Co. 
Limerick. He had charge of a Vickers 
gun crew, of whom Private Lee was 
one. They worked the gun for anti- 
aircraft firing. A ‘plane came very 
low, knocking them and hitting the 
gun. He saw the gun break and hit 
Private Lee, who was behind it, Blood 
spouted from Private Lee’s ears and 
mouth immediately. They summoned 
medical and spiritual aid. 

Superintendent Hughes said that he 
was instructed to apply for an adjourn- 
ment of the inquest sine die pending 
further directions by the Adjutant- 
General. 

Mr. O’Meara said that Lieutenant 
O'Mahony, the pilot of the ’plane, was 
in bed injured following the accident 
and could not come to the inquest. He 
desired, on behalf of Lieut. O’Mahony, 
to express deep sympathy to the 
deceased’s father and relatives.

CHUNGKING, Thursday. — Three 
Japanese divisions are engaged in the 
drive northward into Mid-Burma, with 
two divisions attacking towards 
Toungoo and the third moving al ng 
the west road to Prome.

HORSE RACING AT 
TOURIST CENTRES

DEPUTATION of the Irish 
Tourist Association yesterday 
waited on Mr. Lemass (Minister 

for Supplies), and discussed with him 
the question of horse racing in relation 
to the tourist business and with special 
teference to the tourist counties.

See eee ON en, 
FREEDOM OF BRITISH 
PRESS 


Both Houses of Parliament yester- 
day devoted virtually their entire pro- 
ceedings to a championship of the free- 
dom of the Press. The debates arose 
out of the recent warning to the 
Daily Mirror, and, although there was 
a conflict of opinion as to whether the 
Home Secretary’s action was justified, 
there was unanimity between Govern- 
and Opposition that no step must be 
taken to impede the general freedom 
of newspapers.

It is my duty to do it, and 
I will discharge that duty. If I go 
down on a division, I will go out, but 
up to that point I will do my duty.”

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DUBLIN GAS 
POSITION 
MAY BE WORSE 


HE Dublin Gas Company cannot 

hold out any hope of an early 
resumption of unrestricted supply of 
gas. On the contrary, they fear 
that there is no alternative to a 
still further reduction in the hours 
of supply. 

This bad news for consumers was 
revealed yesterday by Mr. Francis J. 
Dickens, chairmau of the company, at 
the half-yearly meeting in Dublin. 
The following facts emerge from his 
statement :— 

Owing to the bulk of the coal being 
of a low or medium volatile quality, 
unsuitable for gas production, the 
effective capacity of the company’s 
coal gas plant has been reduced by 
nearly one-half, and for other causes 
the water gas plants by one-third. To 
maintain the gas output the entire 
plant had had to be continuously in 
operation. Repairs could not be under- 
taken at the proper time. This factor 
more than any other caused the intro- 
duction of ‘“‘ rationing.”’ 

Coal stocks were at the point where 
the non-arrival of a cargo on schedule 
would have resulted in its complete 
exhaustion. In February the already 
small quota was severely reduced, and 
there was no hope that it would be 
sufficient to maintain gas output. The 
Department of Supplies came to the 
assistance of the company, and per- 
mitted temporary borrowings from 
Governent reserve stocks. This coal 
was nop-coming, and after a few days’ 
working caused a stoppage of a section 
of the plant. Added to these diffi- 
culties, one section of the water gas 
plant developed a defect. The emer- 
gency developed so quickly that there 
was no opportunity to give the public 
more than a few hours’ notice. 

‘Saving by consumers was far from 
being as much as could reasonably be 
expected, and the continuing large 
demand on output ‘interfered seriously 
with the company’s ability to complete 
repairs. There has been a considerable 
falling-off in supplies of suitable coal; 
furthermore, there was a danger that 
the scanty quota of gas oil again 
would be reduced, 

The chairman stressed that economy 
must still be practised, and concluded 
by paying a tribute of thanks “ to our 
friends in Great Britain, whose assist- 
ance. to .us_ in the. matter. .of..procuring 
supplies has been of very great value.’’ 
He thanked also the Minister for Sup- 
plies and his department for assistance, 
and for the courteous and generous 
manner in which it was forthcoming.

GERMAN CONCENTRATION 
ON TURKEY REPORT - 


HAIFA, Thursday.—All available 
German. troops from all Balkan

MALTA’S BIGGEST 


AIR FIGHT 
RAIDERS DRIVEN FROM 
THE SKY 


€66 M ALTA'S Spitfires and Hurri- 

canes shot out of the sky a 
formation of thirty Junkers 87 dive 
bombers on Wednesday afternoon,”’ 
states the British Air Ministry 
News Service. 

“ At least half of them either did 
not return home or landed riddled 
with cannou shell-splinters and machine- 
gun bullets. It was one of the biggest 
air battles ever fought over the island. 

“This is what happened to the 
enemy :—Iwo Messerschmitt 109 
fighters destroyed, one Junkers 87 dive- 
bomber destroyed, six Junkers 87s pro- 
bably destroyed, three Junkers 87s 
seriously damaged by Spitfires, and five 
Junkers 87s seriously damaged by 
Hurricanes. 

‘‘There is good reason to believe that 
several of the dive-bombers crashed 
into the sea, but our pilots, out- 
numbered, were so busy engaging in 
combat—first one and then another— 
that they had no time to follow each 
of their adversaries down. 

MALTA, Thursday.—The Luftwaffe 
made three more large-scale attacks on 
shipping in Malta Harbour to-day, and 
the official communiqué described the 
attacks as comparable with those on 
the aircraft carrier Illustrious last 
year. 

Royal Air Force fighters destroyed 
two Junkers 88's, and two Junkers 
87’s, and damaged three Junkers 88’s 
and one Junkers 87. One Junkers 88 
was probably destroyed by anti-aircraft 
fire.

LE HAVRE BOMBED 


Royal Air Force bombers and fighters 
swept across the Channel again yester- 
day, striking at German objectives in 
Northern France, says the Press Asso- 
ciation. While the bombers were at- 
tacking enemy shipping in the harbour 
at Le Havre, their fighter ‘‘ umbrella’ 
was routing formations of Messer- 
schmitts. The British pilots in the 
fighter battle shot down eight of their 
opponents for the loss of only two of 
their own machines. 


ATTACKS ON RUHR 


Taking advantage of the break in the 
weather, hundreds of Royal Air Force 
bombers, including some of the heaviest 
types, bombed the industrial area of 
the Ruhr on Wednesday night. 

The docks at St. Nazaire were also 
bombed, and mines were laid in Ger- 
man waters. 

Eleven British bombers are missing. 


BRITISH ANTI-AIRCRAFT 
IN ACTION 


A heavy anti-aircraft barrage was 
ut up in a north-east coastal area of 
Frgland late last night, when German 
raiders crossed the coast. Bombs were 
dropped in one part without any 
damage or casualties being reported. 
Raiders were also over another area, 
but no bombs were dropped. 


WAR AFFECTS POST 
OFFICE SERVICES 


The effect of war conditions on. the 
post, telegraph and telephone services 
was shown in the Dail yesterday, when 
Mr. P. J. LITTLE, Minister fox’ Posts 
and .Telegraphs, moved a vote of 
£1,629,580 for his Department, which 
was agreed to. The decrease in out- 
going parcel traffic had necessitated a 
drop. in payments to the British 
administration, he said, and reduced 
purchases of petrol and other stores 
also contributed to the decrease of 
£33,273 in the total estimate, which 
was £2,513,580. Increases _ totalled 
£30,420. There had been a remarkable 
increase in air mail services, due to 
the slowness of ground transport. In 
1941 there had been 47,000 items car- 
ried on the North Atlantic air mail 
service, and in the year just ended this 
had increased to 420,000. 

The extension of telegraph services 
to islands had Ár gá g and 19 now 
had facilities, all but one being wire- 
less. During the year 36,000, local 
calls were made, an increase of 
1,471,000 on the previous year, and 
4,966,000 trunk calls, an increase of 
‘927,000: The increase in trunk. calls 
was.due wholly to more internal calls 
having been made. There was a de- 
crease in calls to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. Subscribers’ lines 
totalled 30 602, being .1,359 more than 
last year, while 47,407 telephones were 
in use—that is, 2,025 more than last 
year. There were now 26,172 automatic 
telephones in - Dublin and Dun 
Laoghaire. The programme for the com- 
ing .vear of expenditure on telephones 
would involve about £145,000. Certain 
items of plant. were unobtainable. and 
even more rigid economy in engineer- 
ng construction had to be observed.

SOVIET ADVANCE 
UNCHECKED

A BREAK-THROUGH by one of 

Marshal Timoshenko’s southern 
armies threatens the German lines 
in their Donetz Basin defence 
system. The German High Com- 
mand is throwing many reserves 
into the defences around Kharkov 
and Stalino, but the Soviet advance 
has not been checked. 

MOSCOW, Thursday.—The centre of 
an important knot of German defences 
in the Donetz Basin is in. immediate 
danger as the result of a Soviet break- 
through. Fierce fighting is going on 
right along the southern front, where 
the Germans are throwing in many of 
their reserves, and has been especially 
bitter in the sector, where the local 
break-through was effected. The Soviet 
advance has been maintained not onl 
at the point where the break-throug 
occurred, but also on another sector, 
where both.sides are using tanks. 

On the south-western front, ground 
was won in one sector against fierce 
German counter-attacks, and also on 
the Kalinin front, where Kutsenko’s 
Guards unit is pressing strongly. In 
one day they beat off three counter- 
attacks and killed over 300 German 
A Soviet artillery 
unit dispersed two infantry battalions 
and silenced a gun batteey. On this 
sector the Germans are in retreat.— 
(Reuter. )

UESTIONS were put in the Dail 
by Mr. DILLON to the Minister 
for Defence, the answers to which, 
he said, should be given in secret 
session. 

The first was the value of the tifle 
against. the Thompson gun; (2) the 
range at which fighter aircraft can 
operate from their base; (3) the pre- 
cautions necessary and the precautions 
taken to provide against the devasta- 
tion of surprise attack, and (4). the 
ssibilities of transport of armoured 
orces by air, the possibility of main- 
taining them by air—if the demonstra- 
tion of these possibilities given at 
Staraya Russa has been noted. 


DEPUTIES’ DILEMMA 


Repeating his request for a private 
session, Mr. DILLON said that the 
refusal to grant a full and free discus- 
sion had placed the Deputies in a 
dilemma, and he questioned whether 
an open discussion of defence would ba 
more harmful ‘than the suppression 
from the people’s representatives of 
vital facts. If the strength of a modern 
army consisted of its men alone, then 
this counry had the finest army in 
Europe, a volunteer army. 

Expressing dissatisfaction with the 
organisation of the L.D.F., he alleged 
that little more than 25 per cent. of 
paper strength was making itself 
effective by Fe training, and the 
Government, he suggested, should take 
steps to ensure that the force would 
receive training to its full strength. 


OPPOSITE VIEW 


The opposite line was taken by Mr. 
ESMONDE (F.G., Wexford), who said 
that, though he abhorred dictatorship, 
he appreciated the necessity for it in 
a Department of Defence during an 
emergency. 

“TI am not in favour of a secret 
session,” he said. If an examination 
were made of the countries which have 
had full dress debates on military 
matters, it would be found that they 
are on the losing side at the present, 
time go far as military. warfare is con- 
cerned, and that the countries that are 
successfully prosecuting their war are 
those in which the Legislatures have 
had least to say, and where, so far as 
policy has been dictated and strategy 
evolved, these matters have been 
entrusted solely to the military leaders. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


In his reply, the Minister made no 
reference to the questions asked by 
Deputy Dillon. He said that Deputy 
Dillon was anxious about the rights of 
Independent members. being § safe- 

uarded on the Defence Conference, and 
| he assured the deputy that they would 
be safeguarded as much now as when 
Mr. Dillon was a member of the Con- 
ference. 
deputy’s attitude; he (Mr. Dillon) 
seemed to have lost faith in the Con- 
ference since he became a member of 
the Independent benches. 

The Minister said that he regretted 
very much the passing of Mr. Dillon 
from the Conference, of which he had 
been a very active and valuable 
member. On the Conference he was 
not the Deputy Dillon that he was in 
the House. He was a kind of Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde—in one case using 
his gifts in the interest of the nation 
and in the other for party purposes. 
The Defence Conference examined the 
Army Estimates very closely, and they 
had been eventually satisfied. He could 
assure the House that the efficiency of 
the ‘my was being continually 
watched, and he believed that it was 
now in a better state of training than 
ever in the history of the country. He 
believed that the army was giving value 
for the money spent on it. If the 
country was involved in the war, he was 
certain that they would shake to the 
boots anybody who came in here.

happily, are only too convincing. All 
of the company’s supply of coal for 
the manufacture of gas comes from 
Great Britain, and for many 
months past it has been declining 
in quantity and deteriorating in 
quality. Bad coal has two dis- 
advantages: it dors not produce so 
much gas as good coal, and it im- 
poses a severe strain on the gas- 
making plant. In consequence of 
this latter disability, the company, 
which in normal times would employ 
only a portion of its plant in the 
actual manufacture of gas, leaving 
the remainder as a “ reserve’’ in 
the event of breakdowns or similar 
accidents, has been compelled for a 
considerable time to employ the 
entire plant. Three weeks ago the 
inevitable happened: part of the 
over-burdened plant broke down 
under the strain, and it became im- 
possible to supply the city’s needs 
on a full scale. Rationing, as every- 
body knows, came into operation. 
Unfortunately, the situation has not 
improved. In the first place, the 
actual saving in gas has not come 
up to expectations, and the strain 
on the surviving plant is severe. In 
the second place, the damaged 
plant has not yet been repaired. 
In the third place, there has 
been no improvement in. the 
quantity or quality of coal 
imports; rather, they have become 
worse and less. Nobody is to blame— 
except, perhaps, as the New States- 
man and Nation so forcibly argues, 
the moguls of the British coal 
industry. Great Britain almost 
certainly would let us have a better 
supply of coal, but within the past 
week she has wakened to the fact 
that her own supplies have run 
dangerously short, thanks to the 
drain of skilled miners into the 
fighting forces and the industry’s 
inability to repair the severe inroads 
which have been made upon the 
national reserves of coal. Her own 
people have faced. the fact that they. 
too, must expect a drastic rationing 
of their supply of coal and gas at 
any moment; and it hardly is sur- 
prising that the Irish outlook is 
almost as black as the coal itself. 
Nothing can be done about it. Steps 
can be taken to obviate some of the 
inevitable hardship—steps which we 
havo recommended many times over, 
and forbear, for the time being, to 
recall. It may be that men of science 
will discover a means for the satis- 


| factory utilisation of turf in the 


gas retorts—which, in any event, 
would mean an enormous increase in 
the output of turf. We cannot 
anticipate these things, and it would 
be foolish to raise false hopes. In 
that respect the company’s chairman 
has acted wisely.. Everybody now 
knows what to expect, and, if he 
has any wit, will prepare for the 
stringencies to come. 


Holiday sat Home 


Summer, in the words of the well- 
known poem, is icumen in, and, war 
or no war, the people of Great 
Britain must have their fortnight’s 
holiday. Indeed, in time of war, 
when working hours are stretched far 
beyond their normal limits. - it is 
more necessary than ever that two 
weeks of the fifty-two should be set 
aside for rest and relaxation. This 
year the question, “ What shall we 
do for the summer holidays7” will 
present a greater problem than ever ; 
the difficulty will not be to decide 
what it is best to do, but to discover 
what can be done at all. Holidays 
abroad are so much a part of the 
past that even the people who 
formerly spent a part of every year 
on the Riviera no longer even 
associate the South of France with 
the word “ vacation.’’ Motor tour- 
ing, which was made possible last 
year by rigid economy of coupons 
and judicious dabbling in the “ black 
market,” also will be “off the menu ”’ 
this year. By midsummer virtually 
all private motoring in Great Britain 
—and, indeed, in Ireland, too—will 
have ceased. Train and "bus services 
have been curtailed so drastically 
that holiday-makers who wish to 
travel any distance by road or rail 
will find the path fraught with diffi- 
culties, and a number of people who 
were in the habit of travelling from 
London to Wales or Scotland for 
their holidays will have to think of 
some alternative arrangement. The 
British Government has recom- 
mended that holidays should be 
spent near home, or on walking or 
cyeling tours. In the last few years 
the younger generations both in this 
country and in Great Britain seem 
to be taking to the outdoor life with 
enthusiasm, and it will be no hard- 
ship to them to spend their holidays 
in this way. Older people who have 
been in the. habit of travelling to 
Bath, Hastings or Torquay will not: 
feel so kindly disposed about a short 
visit to the nearest health resort to 
them or a walking tour of the 
Chilterns, but “ needs must when the 
devil drives,’’ and a holiday at home 
is better than no holiday at, all. 


Pocket Problems 


In the good old days that are no 
more, shops were full and pockets 


were empty. Nowadays pockets may 
be full, but it is to no avail, for the 


‘would be gravely upset if the

ile it is unlikely that pockets 
will be abolished altogether, we feel 
that it might be as well if were ; 
their total disappearance undeniably 
would have its advantages. I 
the first place, money can 
burn a hole in a pocket a great deal 
easier than in a purse; for it is 
much ‘easier to withdraw half-a- 
crown from an open pocket than 
from a closed purse. In the second 
place, if there were no pockets, they 
could not be used as filing cabinets 
for the current year’s correspond- 
ence, or, more important still, as 
a lost property office for the un- 
posted and unremembered letters of 
a decade. Thirdly, if there were no 
pockets, then young men could not 
forever slouch about the place with 
their hands in their pockets, a 
prevalent habit which is as in- 
decorous as it is injurious to the 
appearance of the suit. 
there were no pockets, they could 
not get holes in them, and a great 
deal of money which is lost in this 
way could be put to some nobler 
purpose. Of course, the disappear- 
ance of pockets would raise a score 
of other minor difficulties, as, for 
example, the question of disposing 
of one’s pocket-handkerchief; buat 
that is another problem and re- 
quires another solution.

SAVE WASTE PAPER 


“It is vital that all. waste paper 
suitable for converting into newsprint 
should be saved,” said Dr. A. E. 
Es tes, technical expert, Clondal- 
kin Paper Mills, Ltd., speaking on the 
‘Save Waste Paper’’ campaign at 
smart fás Publicity Club of Ireland 
uncheon in Jury's Hotel. The Chair- 
man, Mr. C, E. McConnell, F.1.P.A., 
presided, 


Dr. Klingstedt said that only 7,000 
of the 19, tons of raw materia] re- 
quired for the Irish paper mills was 
available. Allowing for depreciation, 
the annual output was 17,000 tons. 
Clondalkin Paper Mills had found 
another source of raw material in the 
common reed, which grows abundantly 
on wet grounds along the rivers and 
lakes, and which was practically value- 
less for other purposes. It was vital 
that material suitable for conversion 
into newsprint, such as books, old 
newspapers, magazines, letters and 
other white papers should be saved. 
“IT do not think,” he concluded, “that 
the picture is too gloomy, and | feel 
that we can look forward with a cer- 
tain confidence if the paper mills get 
full and whole-hea collaboration 
from the public.” 

Mr. Brian D. O’Kennedy said that 
the position was that soon newspapers 
would not be available in any but ve 
small sizes, and in quantities whi 
would not allow a copy to ever, intend- 
ing purchaser. In Great Britain the 
destruction of waste paper had been 
declared an offence. ‘‘I think,” he 
added, ‘‘that a position may arise 
here shortly when something of the 
same kind will have to be done.”

of twenty-three, was appoi e- 
tary of the Inc Law Society 
of Ireland, a post he held for fifty-four 
yan until bs death. a man of frail 
ysique and retiring position, it 
as wonderful that for so long he 
carried with such distinction so onerous 
a duty; but, as two generations of 
solicitors have proclaimed, there was no 
man more untiring or unselfish in his 
devotion to his work. He had out of 
his ripe experience a remarkable know- 
ledge of the rules, regulations and 
conditions of the solicitors’ profession, 
and on all matters was a walking 
encyclopedia, neyer having to refer to 
a text or other nce book for any 
point on which he was consulted, The 
calls on him in this regard were many 
and he acted as counsellor, guide and 
friend for all who sought his advice. 
Apart from the Incorporaied Law 
Society, he took a keen and active 
interest in the Solicitors’ Benevolent 
Fund, and never missed a meeting or 
neglected an opportunity to further its 
interests. 

Mr. Wakely had seen the destruc- 
tion of his office in the Four Courts, 
but here again he had sensed such a 
happening and had arranged for the 
removal of all his precious records to 
a place of safety, so that he was able 
to carry on the affairs of the society 
without interruption. As more than 
one occupant of the office of president 
ot the Incorporated Law Society stated 
in his annual report, they could never 
have managed without William George 
Wakely. His death will mean a heavy 
loss to the society and to all its 
members. ‘The warm regard in which he 
was held was demonstrated in practical 
manner when on the occasion of his 
jubilee in the profession every solicitor 
throughout the length and “breadth of 
Ireland was associated with a presenta- 
tion. He had seen the setting up of 
two States in Ireland and had given 
his advice, freely taken, in the setting 
up of the solicitors’ society in Northern 
Ireland. There, as in the rest of the 
ccuntry, he counted many warm 
friends. The deepest sympathy will go 
out to his daughters and son in their 
bereavement.

VERY REV. G. O’NOLAN 


The death occurred yesterday, at Our 
Lady's Hospice, Dublin, of the Very 
Rev. Gerald O’Nolan, B.D., M.A, 
D.Litt., one of Ireland's most eminent 
Gaelic scholars and authors. For ál 
years he was Professor of Irish and 
Lecturer in Welsh in Maynooth Col- 
lege, and in hig younger days he was 
an active supporter of the Gaelic 
revival movement, being associated 
with such men as Dr. Doan Hyde 
and Dr. O’Growney. 

Dr. O’Nolan was born in Belfast im 
1874, and began his education in St. 
Malachy’s College, where he studied 
for the priesthood. In 1895 he went, to 
Maynooth, where he had a brilliant 
course in Theology and Canon Law. 
Four years later Dr. Walsh, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, ordained him, and he 
received the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity. He was then appointed Pro- 
fessor of Irish at St. Malachy’s College, 
Belfast. where he remained for ten 
years, holding, from 1902, when it was 
established, a Professorship in Irish in 
St, Mary's Training College. His next 
appointment was to the Chair of Trish 
in Maynooth College, where he re- 
mained until 1940, when ill-health com- 
pelled him to retire.. In 1913-1914 he 
attended lectures by Prof. Thurneysen 
in Freiburg University, Germany. 

The author of a series of books on 
studies in Modern Irish, and of many 
literary works in Gaelic, Dr. O’Nolan 
was acclaimed by Celtic scholars 
throughout the world. His books in- 
cluded a '' Grammar in Modern Ireish.'' 
which he published in 1936 in the 
Talbot Press “New Era ” Series, and 
which is to-day the standard work on 
the subject. He was also the author 
of “Introduction to Studies in Modern 
Irish,” and his origina) works in Irish 
included ‘‘Seven Short Stories deaiing 
with Modern Irish,” ‘‘Tighearna an 
Tailimh agus Sgealta Eile,” and ‘‘ As 
na Ceithre h-Airdijbh.”

These included “' Treat- 
ment of Insanity by the Ad- 
ministration of Sheep’s Thyroid 
Substance,”’ “Usual Pathological 
Methods for Investigation of Mental 
Diseases,”” and “Notes on the Treat- 
ment of Acute Cases.” He was, in 
addition, the author of a 
titled “Trish Private ' ! 
Leeper was íor some time the Lord 
Chancellor's Visitor in Lunacy. A 
keen fisherman, he was a member of 
the Dublin Fishery Conservators. 

Dr. Leeper was a great authority on 
the life of Dean Swift and the period 
in which he lived. His interest in the 
famous Dean may have been inspired 

his association with the hospital 
which the Dean himself founded. He 
liked nothing so much as to show 
visitors around St. Patrick’s Hospital, 
the walls of which are hung with 
intings of Swift, Stella and Vanessa, 
ters, snuffboxes and other objects, 
which make the hospital a kind of 
Swift museum.

The following letter from Mr. J. B. 
Priestley, the celebrated author and 
broadcaster—I cannot describe him in 
any less general terms, since his pro- 
ductions are of so varied a kind— 
appears in The Times. [I venture to 
suggest that it is hardly less applicable 
to this country than to Great Britain. 
Remember, of course, that it is written 
for a British public, and mentally alter 
the word “war,” if you like, into 
“‘ emergency ” :— 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 

Sir,—The suppression of newspapers 
is a very bad business. It denies the 
very thing for which we are supposed 
to be fighting. Might I suggest that 
any newspaper that gives prominence 
to a statement contrary to fact and 
likely to be harmful to the war effort 
should be compelled to give equa! 
prominence to an official statement 
showing the facts of the particular 
case’ This would clear the air, and 
everybody would benefit. 


““ Croaking’’ and Complacency 


But Government spokesmen should 
be more consistent. When they attack 
those who address the public they 
always seem to complain of too muc 
criticism and ‘‘croeking.”” But in 
their own appeals to the public they 
always appear to c~nplain of too muc 
complacency. Surely we are not to 
understand that o much criticism, 
fault-finding 'd “ croaking’’ leads to 
complacency Furthermore, a:though 
several newspaners habitually en- 
courage their readers to be too com- 
pl -ent, we do not heat of atiy official 
denunciations of these newspapers. A}! 
this is very puzzling.

MR. NICOLSON’S 


STATEMENT 


Later Mr. Harold Nicolson (National- 
Labour, Leicester, W.), in a personal 
statement in connection with the motion 
put down by Mr. Liddell (Conservative, 
Lincoln) referring to Mr. Nicolson’s 
visit to Dublin, said that, in effect, Mr. 
Liddell demanded that he should be 
dismissed from his post as a Governor 
of the B.B.C. He described the meeting 
at University College, at which a young 
undergraduate claimed that the war was 
being fougnt by Britain for imperialistic 
aims. In his (Mr. Nicolson’s) speech 
he had said that nineteenth century 
imperialism was dead and, he devoutly 
hoped, buried. “ It would be more 
correct to look at our war effort as the 
British lion, an elderly, replete and 
moth-eaten animal, whose tail has been 
twisted so frequently in the last twent 
years that very few hairs remained, 
but that the animal was now alert and 
angry." 

After his speech the undergraduates 
cheered—and the cheers were not just 
the polite applause given to a visitor, 
but cheers such as he had never heard 
from one thousand undergraduates 
listening to an English M.P. . 

“I returned delighted with what I 
had heen able to do, and when I 
opened the Daily Telegraph on my 
arrival home and found the motion 
under the name of Mr. Liddell I must 
say it struck me with surprise.” He 
said that the motion had done him 
very considerable public damage, and 
added :—'” I beg him, after the explana- 
tion given by the Home Secretary, to 
withdraw -his motion and express at 
least some contrition for the public 
damage he has done to me.” 


MOTION WITHDRAWN 


Mr. Liddell (C., Lincoln) said that 
Mr. Nicolson had alleged that all the 
speeches he made in Dublin were mis- 
quoted. Newspaper men, like poli- 
ticians, were not infallible; but, after 
thirty years in politics and some 
twenty years earning his nl as a 
reporter, it was his experience that for 
accuracy the working journalist could 
not be better relied on. ‘‘ That 
tradition was fully maintained in the 
Irish press. It was from actual quota- 
tions which had appeared in the 
London evening press which shocked 
s0 many people in this country.” 

Mr. Liddell said that aithiagh he 
did not qualify his justification for 
utting down the motion, he thought 
1$ would be in accord with the usual 
customs of the House if, when a 
member alleged that he had been mis- 
quoted; he withdrew the motion.

BOUT the beginning of this 
month the author of these notes 
hazarded the opinion that the 


| Japanese offensive was approaching its 


natural “‘dead point.” It was sug- 
gested at the same time that Burma 
and New Guinea, on the two flanks 


of the Japanese w were likely to 
witness the 1 most an á oxanipins of 


this phenomenon, The Japanese have 
bad further important successes since 
then—the land and sea fighting in 
Java—but the EE then expressed 
seems to be working itself out, for all 
that. Japanese progression, as & whole, 
is now slower, and the Allies are mani- 
festly marshalling their resources 1 
the regions of Burma and New Guinea. 
Tak Burma first, we learn that 
two Chinese armies, under the 
American General Stillwell, are 
operating there and in nearby Siam. 
Certainly the Chinese are only im- 
erfectly equipped; but the same is 
rue of the Thai and Burman auxiliary 
troops, whom the Japanese appear 
be utilising on quite an appreciable 
scale. _In spite of all that. happened 
in Malaya. the fact remains that 
Burma is a very difficult country—a 
long way further on from Japan, The 
British are stated to have in Burma 


in Abyssinia. Seeing that they omitted 
to employ ‘these in Libya, they are of 
more value in Burma than trapped in 
Singapore, As to the Japanese forces 
in Burma they would be some eight 
divisions strong by Chinese estimates 
at the end of last month. As yet, it 
is not likely that any more could be 
spared from Java, bhia or the 
hilippines. : 

Before passi.g from Burma it ma 
be advisable to touch on Ceylon, whic 
is closely linked-up with the defence of 
the former territory. Ceylon is now 
an Army Cor ~and, understandably 
subordinated to Vice-Admiral Layton 
as Commander-in-Chief The Japanese 
have claimed submarine successes in 
the Indian Ocean—and off Bombay in 
N.W, India, as well as off Colombo 
and Madras. It would, indeed, be 
serious were Trincomali to go the way 
of Hong-Hong, Singapore, Amboyna 
and Surabaya. 

On the other flank of this war- 
theatre New Guinea is very far re- 
moved. From Rangoon to Rabaul is 
about 4,000 miles by any way of 
steaming—so that lateral reinforcement 
would be difficult, to say the least. 
Yet it is here that Japan is making a 
very considerable and determined 
effort. The first objective on this 
flank seems to be Port Moresby in 
S.E. New Guinea—the second, pro- 
bably Thursday Island, commanding 
Torres Strait. Conceivably a separate 
expedition may later be launched from 
Java against Darwin, which is very 
much “in the air.” There have been 
rumours of Japanese fleets, of consider- 
able size, here, there and everywhere

Allied reaction to the New Guinea 
attack has taken the form of intensive 
and apparently successful, ae 
bombing on the Australian 
i .

aerial activity has also been prominent, 
suitable targets are not so easily pre- 


sented. 

In the Philippines there has been no 
event of consequence. The Bataan 
peninsula position still holds, and it 
seoms that the Filipinos—running true 
to form—are organising for a guerrilla 
campaign in rear of the Japanese in 
Northern Luzon. If this develops, it 
could easily tabi & very serious busi- 
ness for the Japanese. They seem to be 
using the Philippines as an advanced 
base for the offensive of their left wing 
—just- as they are using Indo-China 
and Siam en the opposite flank. 

Very considerable losses of both 
naval and merchant shipping have been 
claimed against the Japanese in recent 
operations. Fof the moment these do 
not matter very much, because in the 
series of engagements now called the 
Battle of the Java Sea the local surface 
fleet of the Allies literally ceased to 
exist, Nor can it be replaced in a turn 
of the hand. For all that, continuous 
toll on the scale reported must inevi- 
tably give the Japanese Naval Staff 
food for very serious thought. The 
territories occupied are so vast that 
anything resembling complete me 
tion is out of the question. The smaller 
islands are so numerous that, even one 


enormous army. in the total. 

The economic loss to the Allies 
by reason of their defeats is, of course, 
very serious—roughly, 50 per cent, of 
the world’s tin, 40 per cent. of the 
rubber, and one-third of the oil. The 
Japanese, however, cannot use these 
all at once. Reconstruction will be 
necessary—and, even after that, oil 
is the only commodity they can actually 
utilise on the spot. All the rest must 
go back to Japan to be worked—again 
the factor of shipping. 

A word may also be in season as to 
the personality of the Allied com- 
manders operating “on exterior 
lines ’’—MacArthur and Wavell, It is 
probable that, pin the wider sphere, 
there will be now more equality of 
direction—and more latitude by home 
(yjovernments. It is a curious fatality 
that the mediocre general will always 
make things worse by “ standing any- 
thing ” in the way of interference—by 
rom still worse qualified than him- 
self.
